20k deficit

Wilmington High School's athletic 
program is facing a potential deficit 
of over $20,000 following the 
1993-94 school year, school 
committee sources say. 

A subcommittee that includes 
WHS Director of Physical 
Education Jim Gillis, Wilmington 
School Committeemen Bob 
Peterson and Bob Young, Jack 
Cushing and teacher Maureen 
Noone will meet Thursday night to 
discuss ways to curb the projected 
debt. 

A large source of revenue, the 
annual Thanksgiving Day football 
game, which last year produced 
$8,000 for the school athletic 
department, will be held in 
Tewksbury this year. 

"Possibilities include increasing 
user-fees and gate prices and even a 


telethon," speculated School 
Committee member Linda 
McMenimen. 


The athletic department ended last 
year with a deficit of $4,550, 
according to Peterson, which 
included a pre-school year surplus 
of $12,000. 

Peterson says that while Gillis 
estimates the deficit will be 
$20,000, he feels the figure will 
exceed that amount, 

"Take away the [$12,000] surplus, 
the Thanksviving game and add the 
$4,000 [deficit] and we'll probably- 
running close to $25,000 in the 
red," Peterson said, 


Altman 
offered 
new 
contract

On a motion from Wilmington 
Selectman Michael McCoy that 
carried 3-2, Town Counsel Alan 
Altman will be offered a contract 
for 1994. The terms approved by 
the board of seléctmen will give 
Altman, should he accept the deal, 
the same salary, $57,200, he was 
paid in 1993, The new contract 
would not include the benefits 
package offered in the current deal. 
In addition to the $57,200 
authorized by the board of 
selectmen, Altman is eligible to 
“eceive additional payment from the 
yoard of water and sewer 
2ommissioners. 

In voting against the new contract 
offer, Wilmington Selectman Diane 
Allan objected to approving 
357,200 when Altman stands to earn 
367,200 after the water and sewer 
‘ommission's fees are added. The 
vater and sewer commission paid 
\ltman $10,000 for services in 
993. 

"At least it should be tabled for 
wo weeks and get some input,” 
Vilmington Selectman Gerald 
uggan, who also dissented, said. 


McCoy stressed the "bargain," that 
Vilmington was getting with 
iltman, citing savings of 


40-50,000 over what other towns 
‘ay for legal counsel.

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Miceli will force 
distributor, redemption issue

With an apparent verbal 
agreement between beverage 
distributors and redemption centers 
not resulting in an accord, 
Representative James Miceli will 
attempt to force the issue in the state 
legislature. 

"Tt hasn't been resolved as far as 
I'm concerned. If the problem isn't 
solved by the first day we go to 
session [estimated to be September 
27) I'm going to ask that the bill be 
discharged to the floor for debate," 
Miceli stated, 

The "problem" is that distributors 
have stopped most pick-ups at 
redemption centers, an action 
Wilmington Redemption Center 
owner Tom Keogan feels is 
squeezing him out of business. 

Mic proposed bill would 
require distributors to pick-up their 
returnable containers from 
redemption centers along with 
retailers who carry their products. 

Keogan maintains any verbal 
agreement that was reached with 
distributors is not working. Clean 
Environment, a limited partnership 
set-up by beverage distributors to 
defray administrative costs attached 
to the bottle bill, claims they are not 
picking-up containers from Keogan 
"because of problems with the way 
he's running his business,” 
according to Miceli. 

Miceli said he would consider 
bringing Keogan and 
distributorship representatives to 
the State House to reach an 


agreement before resorting to 
legislation. 
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“{Keogan] is nota constituent, but 
he's running a business in my 


district. Let me see what I can do 
for him,” Miceli said 


Cablevision customers 
hit with rate increase

Wilmington's Continental 
Cablevision subscribers have been 
hit with an additional $3.73 per 
month for standard service with one 
remote and one converter box. 

Representatives gf Continental 
Cablevision spoke at Monday's 
board of selectmen meeting in 
regards to recent Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC) regulations that affect cable 
television rates. 

On-hand at the meeting” were 
General Manager Gregory T. 
Brennen and Michael, Leone. 
Brennen presented a breakdown of 
the new regulations and the changes 
they would affect on cable 
subscribers, after which he fielded 
questions and complaints from the 
board and members of the public. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
questioned the effectiveness of the 
FCC regulations and Continental's 
fesponse to consumers an 
approximate 16% increase for 
subscribers without additional 
outlets. 

Woburn Street resident Jack 
Quinn, angry at receiving his 
increased bill postmarked on 
September 3 - new rates went into 
effect September 1 berated 
Brennan for "cramming [the 
increase] down our throats" and for 
what he feels is another unfair rate 
hike by Continental Cablevision. 

"You've got a monopoly in the 
town and you keep raising your 
rates and that isn't right. I think I'm 
gonna tell you where to go,” Quinn 
fumed. 

New additions implemented by 
Continental to their customers’ 
cable bills include monthly charges 
of 21 cents and $1.91 for remotes 
and converter boxes, respectively. 
Continental has also raised rates for 
“standard service" by $1.61. 
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Ouuawed by the FCC are charges 
for additional cable outlets 
Therefore, a household now paying 
$7.95 to run cable through one 
extra television would save $2.10 
per month 

But the average viewer, with just 
one television receiving signals 
from Continental, will pay an 
increase 

"It seems that those who can 
afford it the least will be picking up 
the burden again,” Selectman Bob 
Cain said of the increase. 

Approximately 5,900, or 70%, of 
Wilmington's households, subscribe 
to Continental Cablevision, the only 
available cable service for 
Wilmington residents. 
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Water Dept. investigation 


Meeting produces 
routine answers, 
hurt feelings

After nearly two months and 
1,100 pages of documents, the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen's 
subcommiltice investigation into the 
water and sewer department yielded 
routine answers and little else after 
a working meeting Thursday 
afternoon at the town hall 

The subcommitice, consisting of 
Selectmen Gerald Duggan and 
Allan, was appointed in 
mid-July by Chairman Cheste 
Bruce in the wake of June's water 
emergency, and subsequent 
investigation into the -m&tier*by 
Wilmington, Palice Chic! Bobby 
Stewart. 

At Monday's regular board of 
selectmen meeting, the board met 
with Stewart and Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael Cara in executive 
session for nearly 45 minutes to 
discuss the investigation 

"The investigation is still 
on-going, though not as active as it 
once was,” Caira said following 
Monday night's meeting 

Present at the two hour meeting 
Thursday were Selectmen 
Chairman Chester Bruce, Selectman 
Robert Cain, Financial Director 
Joseph Peters, Town Manager 
Michael Caira, Town Accountant 
Michael Morris, Water and Sewer 
Commission Chairman No 
Barratta, Water and Sewer 
Superintendent Paul Niman, DPW 
Superintendent Bob Palmer and 
Assistant Superintendent Michael 
Woods. 

At the meeting's outset, Bruce and 
Cain were denicd questions by 
Subcommittee Chairman Duggan. 

The remainder of the meeting 
consisted of pointed questions into 
water department expenditures 
Most of the questions were fielded 
by Caira, with Peters and Morr 
supplying financial information 


where needed. 

Outlined was the expenditure of 
$13,313 during the water 
emergency, including $2,312 in 
overtime payments and $7,550 paid 
to Burlington for the use of four 
million gallons of that town's water 
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Diane Allan direct questions to Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael Caira (left)-here with all 1,100 pages 
of documents requested from the water and sewer 
department-at Thursday's meeting. (photo by Jeff 
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Caira responded to what he telt was

[‘improper'] at thisst in 
Immediately following 
meeting, Wilmington Selectman 
Bob Cain voiced his disgust with the 
proceedings, which he felt 
accomplished “absolutely nothing.’ 
"There wasn't a single question 
asked,” said Cain, who was upset 
over what he perceived to be a 
wasted effort 

Cain continued his attack against 
Allan and Duggan Monday night 
sugvesung the two selectmen had 
violated open ws by not 
allowing publi, participation, Both 
Bruce and Wilmington Selectman 
Michael McCo aerated the 
ubcommittce members for holding

However, both Allan and Duggan

Shock treatment

Paul and Debbie Dion awoke with 
a start at 4:28 early Thursday 
moming following a lightning*blast* 


* which sléthmed into a 75 foot, 1002." 


* yearséld pine tree in their Houghton 


Road yard and then tore through the 
electrical box of their house. 

"We thought the roof was blown 
off the house," said Paul Dion. 
"There was one big, loud bang that 
shook the whole house." 

The impact from the violent blast, 
which propelled fragments from the 
tree in an 80-100 foot radius, was 
heard throughout Wilmington and 
into Reading. 

"The lightning blew the tree right 
in half," Dion said, "the top sat right 
in there," he explained of the split 
left in the middle of the pine tree. 

Because of this, the tree did not 
fall on either the Dion's or their 
neighbor's house. However, the 
lightning was not finished. 

After splitting the tree, the 
lightning continued onward, this 
time striking the Dion's house 
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through the outside electrical box 
on the front right comer of their 
home. 

The lightning " "blew a hole in the 
ipgulation,” according to Dion, 
causing damage to the electrical 
circuits in the house." 

Fire officials and representatives 
of the cable TV, telephone and 
electric companies responded 
quickly. 

"Everyone we called came right. 
away and were very helpful," 
Debbie Dion said. 

"I can't say enough about the 
people who came out," her husband 
added. 

The magnitude of the lightning 
blast has given the Dion's a new 
Perspective on the natural 
phenomenom. 

“Even the [man from Viking Tree, 
of North Reading] said he's never 
seen anything like it," Debbie, said. 
"I definitely have a much greater 
respect for the power of lightning." 
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Recycling effort needs total support 


Wilmington's curbside recycling 
program appears to be a big success. 
Clearly, the participation of all 
Wilmington residents is critical to 
the success of the program. 

One issue of concern which 
Assistant Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull wishes to bring to everyone's 
attention is a problem in providing 
recycling bins to residents, As the 
town had planned the recycling 
program, it anticipated providing 
one recycling bin per household. 
This is clearly the norm among 
communities that provide curbside 
collection. One bin is generally all 
that is necessary for residents to 
provide their recyclables for 
collection. 

On that basis, and contemplating 
some new homes and a few lost 
recycling bins, the town required 
the recycling contractor to provide 
about 6,000 recycling bins. To date, 
while the town has approximately 
5,700 households, Allied Cartage, 
the town's recycling collection con- 
tractor, has provided over 6,200 
bins. This presents a serious 
problem, as the contractor has 
already exceeded the number of 
bins provided for in the conwact. 

It appears that some households 
may be taking more than one 
recycling bin. While the town has 
deliberately structured the contract 
with the recycling collection vendor 
so that the bins can be provided at 
no charge to the residents, clearly 
there is a charge for each recycling 
bin. The actual cost of these bins 
runs anywhere from $3 to $6 per 


Pitbull destroyed

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted quickly and 
unanimously Monday night to have 
the pitbull owned by Richard 
Jackson of Salem Street euthanized. 

The board of health passed similar 
judgement last August after the dog 
bit a 16-year-old boy on the face, 
inflicting a wound requiring several 
stitches.

The current by-law calls for a first 
offense fine of $10, with second and 
all subsequent offenses commanding 
a $25 fine. Wilmington currently 
levics the most lenient fines for 
Ieash law violations of six 
surrounding ‘cOmmunities, 
including Wobum, which imposes 
fines up to $100. 
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bin. The town's ability to require 
the contractor to continue to 
provide extra bins is going to be 
limited.

household. He would also encourage 
homeowners to write your address 
on the recycling bin within the 
white bordered area designated for 
this purpose.

-Everyone's 
cooperation in limiting themselves 
to one recycling bin will ensure that 
every homeowner. in Wilmington, 
including those individuals who are 
new to the community, are able to 
obtain a recycling bin at no charge.

The Not Ready 
for Prime Time 
Subcommitee

Last Thursday, at 1:30 p.m., a time which for working men and 
women is as convenient as about 1:30 a.m., the 
Not-Ready-for-Prime Time Subcommittee comprised of 
Wilmington Selectmen Gerry Duggan and Diane Allan conyened 
atest chapter in their investigation into the Wilmington Water 
er Department, which can only be described as a waste of 
taxpayer money. 

Having been previously quoted as stating that the selectmen didge 
not know what they were looking for, Subcommittee Chairmans, 
Duggan proved just how true that statement was as he presided over-* 
this latest fishing expedition which has yielded nothing but dead, 
trees from the reams of wA€ied paper that could snap a forklift. 

Selectman Chairman Chester Bruce appointed Duggan and Allan 
to this subcommittee, whose supposed purpose was to look into 
Wilmington Water and Sewer Department operations in the wake 
of allegations of water tampering which resulted in low water 
pressure this past June. 

As the two sclectmen currently on the board who made campaign, , 
pledges of "open government," it is ironic that Allan and Duggan 
decided to muzzle those in attendance at Thursday's meeting by 
refusing to allow any questions or comments from town officials or 
the press. Apparently, the two junior members of the board feel 
free to, at least indirectly, attack the integrity of the water and 
sewer commission, its department and town hall officials, but when 
their motives become a legitimate issuc, they take a dim view of 
open government. 

Selectman Duggan refused to recognize Chairman Bruce, who‘ 
wished to comment on the proceedings and was scen on WCTV 
waving his hand, to no avail.

Hunter's Haven 


by Bill Conlon 

The popularity of sports keeps on 
growing in modern America. From 
volleyball to rock-climbing, sports 
mania is sweeping the country. 

Well, almost. One sport receives 
universally bad press, protests, raw 
hatred and lawsuits. Parents try to 
convince their kids to stay avoid the 
sport, and the media highlights only 
the bad news about it. 

Oddly enough, it is the oldest of 
all human activity, and it's the sport 
that put the word "game" into our 
vocabulary. 

The sport is hunting. 

A thousand bells and whistles just 
went off. Red flags are fying. Get 
ready for propaganda by a blood- 
thirsty murderer of animals, Call in 
David the Gnome. 

Hold on a moment, please. 

Hunting is not what you think. If 
you've never gone hunting, you are 
probably misinformed about every 
aspect of the sport. 

Yes, hunting is about killing. Part 
of the sport docs involve the death 
of animals. (As docs eating meat.) 
But the killing is a very small part 
of hunting. Very small indeed. 

Hunting is a sensual exercise. All 
of the five senses -- sight, smell, 
touch, hearing and taste -- are used 
to their fullest extent while hunting. 
The jogger or hiker bustling along 
on woodland trail isn't really secing 
what sights there are to see. They 
don't listen for the tiny sounds, the 
rustle of leaves, that mean game is 
nearby. They rarcly use their sense 
of smell at ail. 


Taste isn't used much, but it never 
hurts to taste wild apples that the 
deer are cating, or nibble on tca- 
berrics. The sense of feel is used in 
a limited way in hunting, to test the 
freshness of spoor. (Ahcm) 

When all of our senses are used, a 
primitive part of us comes back to 
life. Not only does a hunter enjoy 
being in the woods, but it awakens 
something inside that we've nearly 
forgotten. The noise and stench that 
fills our modern life is recognized 
as offensive, and we again realize 
that we belong outdoors. A hunter 
is part of the forest, not really an 
intruder. 

And thus the game is played. The 
hunter pursues, the game evades or 
avoids. The intelligence and skills 
of the hunter may sometimes over- 
come the sensory advantages held 
by the game, but not always. 

And make no mistake, the game 
has advantages. Better sight, better 
smell, better hearing, and a perfect 
physique for moving out of harm's 
way at lightning speed. A firearm 
that can reach across a field with 
great accuracy is useless unless the 
hunter has enough skill to get close 
enough to use the gun. 

At the moment of truth, there is 
no shame in holding off the shot, or 
snapping a picture instead. Hunters 
are not senseless murderers, and it 
may surprise some to learn that any 
decent hunter has had doubts about 
the kill. It is very personal. 

But most hunters carry through 
when the moment arrives. It takes a 
planning, a ton of walking, years of 


learning woodland skills, and a big 
slice of luck to reach the moment of 
truth, and only a very few hunters 
ever sce such a moment, Countless 
hunters labor long and hard, year 
after year, without ever seeing a 
deer in the wild, True! In a "lucky" 
deer camp, only one hunter in four 
will succeed after a grucling week 
of sunrise-to-sunset deer hunting. 
Nobody is more interested in real 
conservation and land preservation 
than a hunter, and hunters imposed 
federal taxes on themselves to pay 
for environmental improvements, 
To say that hunters take and destroy 
is to ignore their contributions and 
degrade their years of work. Those 
who protest hunting should ask if 
they have done half as much work, 
or paid half as much in donations or 
taxes, as hunters have to improve 
the natural world. Without hunters 
working and paying to improve the 
stocks of game animals in the wild, 
there would be no game animals. 
But there are "bad" hunters, just 
as there are bad drivers and bad 
doctors. Bad hunters kill non-game 
animals and shoot at signs and street 
lamps, they go into the woods after 
drinking and they shoot carelessly 
and cause random, tragic deaths, 
Bad hunters -- “slob” hunters -- 
are hated and reviled by honest and 
law-abiding hunters, far more than 
anyone would expect. 
Good hunters are decent people, 
the kind you would want for your 
neighbors, and good hunters have

It's a 1934 Ford 
Beer Delivery truck used to haul 
kegs after the Great Depression.

They use the truck for local 
deliveries and during promotion- 
al stops at festivals or outside 
package stores. For long-dis- 
tance deliveries, they now use a 
newer truck. For anything too 
far away, the old truck stays at 
home, and probably for good 
reason. 

"It doesn't go very far," 
Jeanette joked. 

Added a smiling Rick: "It 
doesn't go very fast and it has 
no power steering and no power 
brakes." 

But if Rick and Jeannette 
have their way, the truck won't 
be making any cross-country 
trips in the near future. 

"I would like to see (Ironside 
Ale) sell regionally in New 
England," Rick said. "It's where 
the beer is from, it's where it 
belongs." 

With Massachusetts seeming- 
ly under their belts, the next 
move is probably to the nort!: 
Next week, the Dugases will 
travel to a beer festival in 
Vermont. Festivals provide a 
great opportunity for them to 
educate customers about the 
history of the ale. 

"It's fun meeting your cus- 
tomers," Rick said. "When th ey 
really like your beer, it 
you feel good." Jeanette agreed: 
"It's a lot of work, but it's fun." 

The Dugases obviously do not 
have the advertising dollars of 
national beers, but one would 
figure that all the microbrewery 
beers combined might hold a 
solid piece of the market. Not 
quite.

says Benson, “is the bell sched- 
ule which has been changed 
from an eight-period rotating 
schedule to a seven-period 
schedule.
